Nursing.  There  are  two  Nursing  Associations  working  in  the 
area,  but  the  greater  portion  of  Swaledale  has  no  nurse  for 
Surgical  or  Medical  cases. 

There  are  no  Hospitals  or  Clinics  in  the  Area  except  the 
customary  Clinic  in  the  Schools.  Maternity  Nursing  is  done  by 
the  Local  District  Nurses.
